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REPORT OF THE TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN DENTAL ASSISTANTS ASSOCIATION 


Chicago, Illinois, September 13-16, 1948

Boston to Chicago in thirteen months-—with much attempted and ac. 
complished in between. The interim between August 1947 and September 
1948 saw the establishment of a Central Office, with a full time Executive 
Secretary; a working plan for Certification of Dental Assistants, with a goodly 
number of Assistants actually receiving certificates; a complete job analysis, 
for the purpose of determining the scope of work performed by Dental Assist- 
ants from day to day; an increase of almost a thousand members and a 
large number of new societies affiliating with the ADAA; increased interest 
and a corresponding increase in funds for the Juliette A. Southard Relief 
Fund which is now in working order and ready for use when any need 
arises; and the Juliette A. Southard Scholarship Fund also put into use and 
scholarships awarded to two students interested in Dental Assisting. That 
these things were achieved in the thirteen month period suggests that the 
theme of ‘’Perseverance” which is Loyalty in action, was carried out. 


With these accomplishments behind us we gathered for the twenty- 
fourth Annual Meeting of the ADAA in Chicago, with seventy-four Delegates, 
and nineteen Officers who made up the voting body of the House of Dele. 
gates responding to the roll call. Alternates and members present brought 
the total attendance at the meeting to two-hundred and ninety-six. 

The General meeting on Monday morning brought us three fine ad- 
dresses by members of the Dental Profession. J. M. Wisan, D. D. S., M.P.H, 
Director, Division Dental Health Education of the American Dental Associa- 
tion talked to us on the subject, ‘Perseverance Vital for Dental Health Edu- 
cation” and the Assistants’ role in Dental Health Education. Ralph H. Camp- 
bell, D. D. S., B.S., of Detroit, Michigan, talked on ‘Personnel Problems of a 
Dental Assistant’ and Lloyd H. Dodd, D. D. S., F.I.C.D., Decatur, Illinois, 
talked on ‘'The Importance of Being Human.’’ Dr. Dodd's paper appears 
in this issue of the Journal. Greetings were brought by R. G. Kesel, D. D. 5., 
M.S., President of the Illinois State Dental Society, by Marion Wishart, Presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Dental Assistants Association, by Steve Ann Mont 
gomery, Second Vice-President of the ADAA, by Gladys Triphahn, Chair- 
man of the Convention Arrangements Committee, by Marie Johnson, Sixth 
District Trustee, by Dr. and Mrs. Clyde West, sponsors of the Chicago Dental 
Assistants Association, and greetings and a paper, "Time on Our Hands" 
by Helen Campbell, President of the Ontario, Canada, Dental Nurses and 
Assistants Association, representing their society at our meeting. 

The first House of Delegates meeting was called to order on Monday 
afternoon, September 13th, and the business of the meeting was under way. 
For your information the House of Delegates of the ADAA is organized thusly: 
it is composed of the elected delegates of the State Societies and Local So 
cieties where no state society exists, one delegate being allowed for each 
group of members from one to fifty; the ten District Trustees, the officers and 
members of the Past Presidents Council; these make up the voting members 
of the House. To the House of Delegates come the recommendations, su? 
gestions, criticisms, etc., that were brought in from your State Society meet 
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ings, also, recommendations and suggestions from Trustees and Officers, 
for consideration and disposal by the House of Delegates. 

The Board of Trustees had held previous meetings on Saturday and 
Sunday to hear reports from Officers and Trustees. Let us stress here, that 
the Trustee of your District is YOUR representative on the Board of Trustees; 
do get acquainted with her; know who she is and where she is; if you have 
questions, or questions arise in your State or Local associations it is to your 
District Trustee that you should turn for counsel and quidance. 

The House of Delegates meeting on Monday afternoon was given over 
to reports of Officers and Committee Chairmen; also to the appointing of 
Reference Committees, such as the Credentials Committee, Resolutions, 
Rules, Recommendations, Nominating, Election, Convention Attendance and 
Awards Committees. 

At the second meeting of the House of Delegates, on Tuesday afternoon, 
discussion of the various recommendations was the business before the 
house. Disposition of these recommendations was as follows: 

The report of the By-Laws Committee was read by Lucile B. Adams, 
Chairman of that Committee. At the 1947 House of Delegates there was a 
recommendation before the House to amend Article II of the Constitutional 
By-Laws by striking out the word ‘’white”: to be brought back to the 1948 
House of Delegates for final vote. This recommendation was adopted by the 
House of Delegates. Recommendations involving payment of dues by asso- 
ciate members which were adopted by the House of Delegates; these changes 
will be given in a report of the By-Laws Committee in an early issue of the 
Journal. 

A change in Article IX of the By-Laws permitting the employment of an 
Executive Secretary to carry out the details of the General Secretary's Office 
and other duties designated by the House of Delegates and Board of Trus- 
tees was adopted. 

Recommendation from the Board of Trustees in regard to delinquent 
dues, making the first day of November of the current year the final date on 
which dues for the current year would be acceptable was referred to the in- 
coming By-Laws Committee. 

Proposed changes involving Article XI of the By-Laws, that have to do 
with the Certification Board were adopted; these changes will be found on 
page 224 of this issue of the Journal. 

Recommendation from the report of President Sadie Hadley that an in- 
lensive membership drive be undertaken, the goal to be double the 
1947-48 increase or an increase of 1,456 new members in 1948-49, and that 
a $25.00 cash prize be awarded to the society in Class I, a $50.00 cash prize 
to the society in Class II and a $75.00 cash prize in Class III be awarded to 
the associations showing the largest percentage increase in their respective 
Classes if the goal is reached; the recommendation was adopted. 

Recommendation from the report of the First Vice-President that two 
former or Senior” Trustees be appointed to compile a brochure listing the 
Specific duties of the Trustees, was adopted. 

Various recommendations from State Societies having to do with 
changes in subject matter for the Certification course; changes in length of 
time of employment necessary before Certificates are granted and the man- 


Ner and place of giving examinations were referred to the Certification 
Board for further study. 
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Recommendations from the Ninth District providing for a Junior mem- 
bership for Student Assistants and a division of the Ninth District were re 
ferred to the incoming By-Laws Committee. 

Recommendation that the State Pin Chairman send Pin orders direct, 
instead of having the orders go through the State Secretaries was rejected, 

Recommendations from the Board of Trustees that $1.00 (instead of .88 
cents) of the dues be turned over to the Journal Fund, and that: 

The General Fund of the ADAA be drawn upon to purchase equipment 
decided upon as necessary for handling the Subscription list of the Journal, 
and that a nominal annual rental fee be charged to the Journal Fund, were 
adopted. 

Recommendations that an allotment of $100.00 be provided in the Bud- 
get for the use of the 1949 President, in extension werk, and $500.00 to be 
equally divided by the tien District Trustees were adopted. 

Recommendations from the Report of the Education Committee that: the 
ADAA and all affiliated groups continue to discourage commercial training 
and that the ADAA and all affiliated groups continue to petition Deans to 
interest the Dental Profession and Dental Societies te utilize every oppor- 
tunity to further the plan for a course of training in recognized Dental Colleges, 

And that the name of the Study Course be changed from the “Six Months 
Extension Course” to the ‘104 Hour Extension Study Course”’; these recom- 
mendations were adopted. 

Recommendations from the report of the Juliette A. Southard Scholar 
ship Committee: 


THAT Rule 3 (in Rules and Regulations of J.A.S. Scholarship Fund) be 
changed to read: The awards shall be given to the applicants with the high- 
est scoring according to recommended scholarship rating for the last four 
years of high school and dental assistant college work, at graduation, by 
and with the authority of the Scholarship Cemmittee and faculty of the ac- 
credited school. 

THAT there be added to Rule 4, which now ccntains an academic rating 
only, a Personnel Rating with the following subdivisions—Manual Dexterity, 
Ambition, Adaptability and Personality. 

THAT there be added to Rule 8, “proper authorities of the school and 
presented with the award at a fitting ceremony,” were adopted. 


Recommendations from the Board of Trustees that courses in Dental 
Assisting given by the Fisher Secretarial School in Boston, Mass.; the Spring- 
field, Massachusetts Vocational School; the Jane Addams High School in 
Cleveland, Ohio; the Trade and Technical School of Oakland, California, and 
the University of Detroit be recognized and approved by the American Dental 
Assistants Association, were adopted. 

A proposed amendment to Article III, Section 1 of the By-Laws, to read: 
"The right of accepting or rejecting applications for membership shall be 
reserved to the State Societies or to the local associations in States where 
no State Society exists,"’ was adopted. 

Election of Officers for 1948-49 took place at the Wednesday afternoon 
session of the House of Delegates. 


At the final House of Delegates on Thursday morning, Sept. 16th, Presi 
dent Hadley introduced Alberta Clinite, of San Francisco, who discussed 
plans for the 1949 meeting—our Silver Anniversary, which will be held in 
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San Francisco. Northern California is already planning to make the meet- 
ing a success. Ann Hastings extended a cordial invitation to spend a post- 
convention day in Southern California.

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The Importance of Being Human 
By

It has been said that ‘we cannot treat any- 
one as less than human without becoming less 
thon human ouselves."’ Today's dental assist- 
ant naturally desires to be successful and I 
am certain that Juliette A. Southard, the or- 
ganizer and the guiding strength of the Ameri- 
can Dental Assistants Association would agree 
that one of the great fundamentals of a suc- 
cessful career is the recognition of the vast 
importance of being human. 

Human factors must be considered in cre- 
ating and maintaining mutual confidence and 
cordial relations between our friends, our asso- 
ciates, and our patients. 

Three objectives are the goals of most hu- 
man effort. These are good health, adequate 
income, and happiness. 

You will note that I have listed good health 
as our number one objective. In our profes- 
sional efforts we both give and receive. Our 
number two objective, adequate income, is 
closely related to happiness in that we must 
not lose sight of the fact that while we are 
learning to make a living, we must also learn 
how to live together—with each other. 

The Schcol of Education at Harvard Uni- 
versity made a study of the records of 4,400 
men discharged from industrial establishments. 
These individuals were not all discharged ke- 
cause of lack of technical ability or knowl- 
edge: 62 per cent of them lost their positions 
because they could not get along with other 
people. In other words, they lacked certain 
character qualities or cluster of traits that are 
necessary for successful social adaptation and 
therefore failed in their human relationships. 
As dental assistants you can profit from this 
survey. 

Success in life depends, in the last analy- 
sis, on how we get along with the people with 
whom we come in contact every day of our 
lives. We are ccnstantly striving, consciously 
of unconsciously, for effective, happy, and suc- 
cessful human relations. Your social adjust- 
ment as an individual includes and transcends 
all other factors or personality traits. Your 
working day is occupied with human relation- 
ships as well as those with your town, city, 
county, state, and nation and also with that 
great intangible, public opinion. 

Getting along with other people has a 
three-way implication: (1) the effect you have 
on yourself; (2) the effect you have on others; 
(3) the effect others have on you. It is a prob- 
lem of social and emotional adaptation, and 
we must learn to modify our behavior to fit 
in with that of others. If your human relation- 
ships are well founded, you will do things for 
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others, be considerate of their feelings, help 
them with their problems, and develop the 
truly selfless viewpoint. You will not be cne- 
sided like many people—for example, parents 
who ask everything, including implicit obedi- 
ence, from their children and in return give 
nothing. 

In your position as a dental assistant con- 
sider: (1) your relationship to your inner self; 
{2) your relationship to your associates; and 
(3) your relationship to the patients that come 
into the office. 

In your first study you must analyze your 
innermost selves. The question arises, ‘Am 
] always just my own true self?’’ Fosdick once 
said, ‘The beginning of wise ambition lies in 
a man accepting himself as himself and not as 
someone else and in irying to make the most 
and best of that self and not of another.” 

You must explore deeply your own con- 
scioences and appraise your own capabilities 
and limitations. 

Sarah Grand once said, "Our opinion of 
people depends less on what we see in them 
than upon what they make us see in our- 
selves.” 

Without exception you are all anxious to 
succeed and your ambitions, being an inher- 
ent chaarcteristic of women, must be under- 
stood if they are to be rightly directed. Just 
as "hope springs eternal in the human breast”’ 
so dees the desire to progress. Recognition 
of this factcr combined with humility which 
seeks divine guidance, will eventually pro- 
duce dental assistants and good citizens. 

You must learn to be fettered by decency, 
gratitude, lovalty, and trust—never with fear. 
Ycu must be your own genuine self and re- 
member that what a person believes is the 
innermost self and determines your sense of 
obiigations to others. Therefore, be resolutely 
yourself and grow into such power that you 
cannot be denied. Make the dark places in 
yourself accept the light and out of confidence 
between you and your associates build lasting 
assurance 

In making your self analysis ask your- 
selves the following question: 

Aim I competent? 

Am I courteous? 

Do I have a modest opinion of myself? 

Do I manifest generous appreciation of 
others? 

Am I in good health? 

Are my ambitions rightly directed? 

Do I lose my temper? 
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Am I as prompt as I expect the patients 
to be? 

Do I inspire confidence? 

Do I worry? 

Is the reception room neat and attractive? 

Is my uniform gleaming white for my pa- 
tient’s first inspection? 

When a child says, “Let me see your 
teeth!" can I show him a clean, well-kept, and 
attractive dentition? 

Do I sit in the dental chair occasionally 
and get the patient's viewpoint of surround- 
ings? 

Do I endeavor to place myself in the po- 
sition of the patient—when on the business 
end of a bur or stone or on the sharp end 
of the scaler or Jancet? 

Do I assist in teaching dental health edu- 
cation ct the chair? 

Do I present visual education such as 
charts, models, radiographs, and booklets—for 
example “Teeth, Health and Appearance” by 
A.D.A. 

Do I gossip? 

Do I procrastinate? 

Do I constantly tell the truth? 

Do I accentuate the positive? 

Do I keep accurate books? 

Do I keep instruments in proper order? 

Do I treat children from their age level 
and their own interests? 

Do I teach Dental Health Education in un 
derstandable language? 

Do I remember that the child today is the 
adult of tomorrow? 

Am I exrremely careful not to argue poli- 
tics or religion? 

Do I remember names of patients? 

Do I take patients for granted? 

Do I actively participate in the work of my 
dental assistant’s society? 

Am I conversant with dental health prob- 
lems? 

Do I practice the Golden Rule? 

The above questions, if answered honestly 
and frankiy, may assist the dental assistant 
in overcoming some of her present difficulties. 
It may assist to open before her a new vista 
of human accomplishment, and it may assist 
in regulating her thinking to conform to the 
high standards and motives of a great health 
profession. 

Let us now discuss relationships with our 
associates. ! think it well for us to remember 
the mental magnet when thinking of associates. 
“Like attracts like” is not only the law ofthe 
magnet—it is also the law of the mind. 

We cannot store up thoughts of hate and 
draw to ourselves the love of our associates. 
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We cannot think disease and be healthy. We 
cannot think defeat and win victories. 1 
make our minds magnets for the best in life 
we must fill them with constructive, hopeful, 
optimistic, courageous, and confident thoughts, 
To win friends we must be friendly. To wip 
loyalty we must be loyal. To become success. 
ful we must think success. 

As dentai assistants you create your own 
mental magnet—you get back in the long run 
what you give; you attract those things to 
which you are attuned. I like to remember 
the words of W. Robertson Nicholl in his in 
troduction of the book, ‘’The Ideal Life," by 
Henry Drummond 

In reference to Drummond, Nicholl says, 
“That word of Spinoza which has been called 
a text in the scriptures of Humanity might have 
been his motto: ‘He who desires to assist other 
people, in common conversations will avoid 
referring to the vices of men, and will take 
care only sparingly to speak of human impo 
terce, while he will talk largely of human 
virtue or power, and of the way by which it 
may be made perfect, so that men being 
moved, not by fear or aversion, but by the 
effect of joy, may endeavor, as much as they 
can, to live under the rule of reason.’ 

With this sentence may be coupled its echo 
in the CONFESSIONS OF A BEAUTIFUL SOUL: 
“It is so much the more our duty, not like the 
advocate of the evil spirit, always to keep our 
eyes fixed upon the nakedness and weak 
nesses of our nature, but rather to seek out all 
those perfections through which we can make 
good our claims to a likeness of God.” 

The eyes of your mind can bring both good 
and evil to your life. This depends upon what 
they accept and make a part of everyday life. 
It is well, therefore, to close your eyes to those 
things that bring harm or unhappiness to you 
or to your associates. 

Close your eyes to the irritating responses 
of your fellow associates. They act upon 
habit, sometimes by impulse. But you will 
never help yourself by brooding over their 
ways. Your job is to see beyond the things 
you don't like to that which is good to you 
and to them. By so doing, you do more than 
tolerate them—-you find something in them 
which strikes a common chord in your life and 
makes your life a little richer than it was be 
fore. 

Learn to close your eyes to that which is 
not good and always to look for the best in 
your associates. 

Let us now consider methods of creating 
and maintaining a pleasant patient relation 
ship. 

It seems to me our most important iniital 
step to take is the thorough exploration of 
our consciences. When we have done this 
we shall have begun to acquire the means 
over and above the expectation of material 
benefits to carry on a compatible relationship 
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with our patients. We must manifest a true 
spirit of understanding—a sincere desire to 
sympathize with and familiarize ourselves with 
each patient’s characteristics because no two 
people are exactly alike. One of the secrets 
of George Ade’s success was when he saw 
a man with foibles different from his own, he 
did not dislike the man, but loved him for the 
variety he brought into the world. 

Another secret of Ade’s success was like 
Dickens'—he was always saying, “Look at 
those perfectly priceless people! Aren't they 
wonderful?” 

Ruth Moulton, in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, speaks of the various 
types of patients in an article entitled ‘Psy- 
cologic Problems Associated with Complete 
Denture Service.’ She mentions apprehen- 
sive patients, chronic complainers, hysterical 
patients with conversion symptoms, hypo- 
chondriacs, obsessive or exacting patients, 
paranoiacs, and negativistic and depressed 
patients. In addition to the above we find 
persons with mild mental aberrations; fixed 
ideas; ideological obsessions, who go ‘over- 
board’ in regard to cults; highly emotional- 
ized ideas; jealousies; competitive intensities; 
overstudy; over-worry; love affairs (or lack of 
them); over-sensitive brooding; delusions; 
complsive attitudes; and a host of other factors 
often encountered as ‘personality disorders’. 
Reassurance and kindness are always help- 
ful in graciously caring for these many and 
varied types of individuals. 

When we have mastered this considera- 
tion of the human element we will have 
achieved our goal of preventing the fear and 
aporehension which, too often, is associated 
with a visit to the dentist. 

Patients present their needs for the safe- 
guarding and improvement of health, com- 
fort, and appearance. As dental assistants 
you should make the greatest appeal to these 
Moiives. 

Patient confidence consists of a lot of little 
things-—a timely word, an encouraging smile, 
and a competent manner on the part of the 
dental assistant. 

Petients are not always dependent on us 
—but we are absolutely dependent upon them. 

Patients are not outsiders to our profes- 
sion—they are the most important part of it. 

Patients are not intended to act as a de- 
bating team or to serve as someone with 
whom to match wits. 

Patients are not cold statistics—they have 
biases and prejudices; they are flesh and 
blood human beings with feelings and emo- 
tions like our own. 


During the war years there were constant 
complaints about the Don't you know there’s 
@ war" attitude. Many of those patients were 

ly aware that courtesy, kindness, and the 
smile were not rationed. Just stop to think 
how you—just you—like to be treated. 
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At the present time I believe we should 
be extremely careful to straighten out misun- 
derstandings and disputes at once. We must 
preserve our patients’ good will today. We 
will need it tomorrow! 

Four of the prerequisites to successful ca- 
eers are courtesy, tolerance, kindness, and the 
smile. 

Let us first relate a definition of courtesy: 

Courtesy is the one medium of exchange 
that is accepted at par by the best people of 
every country on the globe. It is sentiment 
cloaked in reasonable and professional-like 
expression, the embellishment that adds tone 
and harmony to matter-of-fact routine—the oil 
that lubricates the machine of professional 
good fellowship and promotes the smooth run- 
ning of the many units in an organization. 
Courtesy radiates a spirit of good feeling 
we are not working entirely for what we 
can get out of work in a material way, but 
for the pleasure of polite transaction and the 
friendly association as well. Emerson said, 
“Life is not so short, but that there is always 
ume enough for courtesies.” 

Mrs. Louise Johnson—Orlando, Florida— 
American Dental Assistants Magazine—says, 
“Tl am a little thing with a big meaning. I 
help everybody. I unlock doors. I open 
hearts, dispel prejudices. I create friendship 
and good will. I inspire respect and admira- 
tion. Everybody loves me, I bore nobody, I 
violate no law. I cost nothing. Many have 
praised me. None have condemned. I am 
pleasing to those of high and low degree. 
I am useful every moment of the day. I am 
COURTESY.” 

The most lovable and livable quality that 
any human being can possess is tolerance. 
Tolerance is the vision that enables us to see 
things from another's point of view. It is the 
generosity of spirit that concedes to others the 
right to their own opinion and individuality. 
It is the breadth of mind that enables us to 
want those whom we love and respect to be 
happy in their own way and not in ours. 

Your greatness is measured by your kind- 
ness; your education and intellect by your 
modesty; your real caliber by the considera- 
tion and tolerance you have for others. 

Practicing kindness is a good hobby. Fol- 
lowing this meeting you will return to your 
respective offices. You look over your ap- 
pointment books. Isn't it an incentive to a 
pleasant day’s work if each patient, especially 
the first one, is a kind and -cooperative indi- 
vidual? Likewise, your patients will be con- 
siderably less apprehensive and more co- 
operative if you are kind and considerate. 
Each patient will undergo a tremendous emo- 
tional upsurge that real kindness 
yields. 

As William F. McDermott says: “Physical 
fitness and mental alertness are recognized as 
essential to health and success, but our joy 
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comes out of our feelings, our emotional re- 
sponsiveness.” 

Some months ago an oral surgeon prac- 
ticing in a large western city engaged an as- 
sistent whose former employer had passed on. 
The young lady was a very capable assist- 
ant but it was noted that she never smiled 
and, in fact, took a violent dislike to one of 
the other assistants in the office. 

After a few weeks employment she de- 
cided that she was entitled to a raise in sal- 
ary and so informed the dentist. He told her 
that she would get the raise on one condition 
—that every time she passed the other assist- 
ants she would “bust out” with a genuine 
smile. 

She thought he was kidding but he wasn't. 
She accepted the proposition but it was pretty 
hard at first. After a while, however, she not 
only smiled at the other assistants but patients 
as well—-and they smiled back. 

She finally found out that no one bore a 
grudge against her and today this young lady 
is one of the finest and best liked assistants 
in the office of my friend, the oral surgeon. 

Remember that “Last year’s smiles are 
paying dividends today.” 

Today, ladies, you have a glorious oppor- 
tunity to do your share for the betterment of 
mankind. 

Since the war we have read widespread 
accounts about atomic energy. Recently news- 
papers reported the statement of a Nobel Prize 
winner in which he stated: ‘Persistant and 
world-wide misuse of atomic energy might 
cause ultimate extinction of the human race 
by planting “action timebombs” in the germ 
cells of future parents who survive repeated 
atomic bomb explosions.” 

That statement in my opinion, is a direct 
challenge to those of us in the health profes- 
sions. It seems to me if we would plant a 
few “active health thoughts” in the brain 
cells of future parents, we would aid in pro- 
longing rather than causing the ultimate ex- 
tinction of the human race. 

Healthy people who in turn are happy 
people do not start wars. 


Dentistry is a small profession, compara- 
tively speaking, and therefore cannot contend 
emulously with much larger organizations and 
agencies in all types of affairs. However, 
dentistry can overcome this handicap by dis- 
playing an unusual solidarity. This can be 
accomplished by the united efforts of the dent- 
ist, family, schools, the dental assistant, the 
dental hygienist, the dental technician, the 
dental tradesman, and the public health dent- 
ists in striving for better dental health for our 
citizens. 


It is for you and me to put our shoulders 
to the wheel, do our part to promote health 
and understanding. Let us emblazon on our 
hearts and minds this thought—’’That ethical 
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dentistry cannot and will not become a refugee 
from its responsibilities to the public whose 
health and welfare we are pledged to protect,” 
If we will constantly keep this in mind, we 
will earn a large entry on the credit side in 
the ledger of public opinion. 

In our public and professional relations | 
believe we should always remember the 
Golden Rule—if we follow it and do what we 
know in our hearts is right to do, we cannot 
go far wrong. 

Let us organize our lives for happiness, 
Let us build assurance through mutual conf 
dence. Let us exemplify the old-fashioned 
virtues—honesty, loyalty, trust, self-discipline, 
hard work and plenty of it. 

Let us judge people with a pure heart and 
an open mind, brushing aside all that is irrele- 


vant. Let us -also remember that life is like 
a ladder. With each step we go up or we go 
down. 


Let us keep our steps upward, let us keep 
our hearts and minds looking upward and 
above all, let us aspire to greater things. 

As dental assistants, make yourselves so 
radiant, so kind, so genial, so pleasure-bearing 
that you instinctively radiate good will to your 
patients and to all mankind. 


Three months ago was the season of com: 
mencement addresses. They blanketed the 
landscape with lush and lengthy polysyllables. 
In striking contrast was the speech made to a 
graduating class by S. Dewitt Clough, top man 
of the Abbott Laboratories. 

Observe its brevity. Observe, too, that it 
contains no word of more than one syllable. 
I would like to quote this speech. 


"It was good of you to ask me to be with 
you. I am glad to be here. You have all 
done well. I urge you to press on to the high 
goals you have in mind. Aim at the stars. 
You will hit some of them. Luck is just a bit 
of pluck. 


“Your thoughts plus faith will come true. 
You are what you think. You can be what 
you will. Bear this in mind. Think well and 
you will do well. Think well and you will be 
well. 


“Let your aims in your work be these: 
"Be brief. 

“Be clear. 

“Be kind. 

“Be true. 

"Bless all and God will bless you. 


"There can be no chance for you to fail as 
long as you think right.” 

This concluded Mr. Clough’s speech and it 
concludes mine. Thank you. 
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HOW CAN THE PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
BENEFIT YOUR SOCIETY? 


It is only natural for the newly elected officers of a society to stand 
teetering on the brink of their term of office—wondering—'’Where can we 
secure help with our problems? 

The ADAA officials had this in mind when they developed the Public 
Relations Committee. 

It is still my firm belief a society is only as prosperous and as enthused 
as the membership and officers make it. It is the duty of the Public Rela- 
tions Committee to make the members conscious of this. 

No matter who you are, you owe it to yourself and your society to be 
interested in the problems and affairs of the group. The officers should be 
even more enthused and continually seek new channels of developmnt. 

How can a society continue to interest the membership is the cry of the 
officers? You may be certain you won't accomplish this by being uninter- 
ested yourself. Therefore, keep alert, read the newspapers and magazines 
for accounts of activities of other societies and clubs. Perhaps you will find 
a program that would interest your society; if so jot it down for future refer- 
ence. 

Keep the meetings varied and start promptly. One of my pet peeves is 
to be kept waiting. I feel in our busy world we owe individuals promptness. 
Search your D. A. Journals, consult the Public Relations Committee, your 
trustees, or former officers for varied ideas for keeping the membership in- 
terested. Take your problems to them, they are only too willing to help you. 

Enthusiasm is contagious so if those in charge of a society are enthused, 
soon the whole membership will be enthused also, and then we have what 
is known as a Progressive Society. 


At the beginning of the year assign each meeting to a group of mem- 
bers who together with the Program Chairman takes complete charge of the 
entire evening's program. Give everyone their bit to do, it will in turn hold 
the members’ interest and also mean better meetings. 


Our health, or numerous phases concerning it, should be a topic always 
of utmost interest to all; there is no end of topics for clinics that are inter- 
esting and these can all be arranged for meetings. I am making a list of 
suggested clinics and also several ideas for varied meetings that you will 
teceive. Our programs should also include talks on the progress of the 
newer ideas in dentistry, such as Fluorine. Have you the ability to educate 
your patients on the value of nutrition and how it can benefit the health of 
the mouth? What do you know of socialized dentisiry, laws pertaining to 
dentistry, or family dental education? Then there is anatomy, and parlia- 
Mentary procedure. 

May I pause here again, because I feel this is of utmost importance to a 
Society. Keep your business meetings in order and know how to conduct 
the affairs of the office you hold. This promotes a finer, better organized 
group that in turn can tend to the business ahead in a less tedious manner. 
It does not hurt any of us to review or learn how to state a motion, call a 
meeting to order, keep minutes, or to ask for the floor—so include this among 
your topics of meetings. It will tend to impress newer members and also 
them encouragement and confidence to take part in the business trans- 

ons. 
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If you can keep members interested you will find they in turn can ip 
terest others. Wouldn't it be nice if every society would—once a year 
include a program filied with friendly warmth for prospective members? [|] 
still debate with anyone who contradicts me that the foundation of securing 
new members is friendliness of the older members. Each and every one 
us should be ashamed of ourselves if we neglect the opportunity to welcome 
a new face at our meetings, learn their names, and above all, make an a 
tempt to remember that name and associate it with the girl. Do you like 
the feeling of loneliness and strangeness? No, none of us does, so be sur 
to make that new member feel as though she belongs. This will in tum 
benefit your personality because you will find you can meet people easier, 
learn to converse freely with them, and above all, widen your circle of 
friends. There is good in everyone and it is a wonderful hobby to discover 
the good traits of those about us. Select friendly girls for your membership 
committees. The type who isn't afraid to call a prospective member, arrange 
to meet her and bring her to a meeting, making her see the truly fine things 
our meeting can and should be. 

Attempt to interest the Dentists in your community because they can 
have a lot of influence on their assistants and the progress of your society. 

At the State meetings have a Membership Booth where you can dis 
play the Membership poster and have all types of ADAA literature on hand 
to distribute and spread the seed of your society. Have those personality 
girls in charge to keep the interest stimulated. 

The Public Relations Committee would like to call your attention to the 
wealth of material that the ADA makes available for use in Educating the 
Public on dental health. You may secure the catalog by writing to their 
office at 222 East Superior Street, Chicago 11, Illinois. 

I might suggest that it is a worthwhile idea for the officers to keep all 
bulletins received from the various committees that might at some future 
date benefit the future officers, especially those containing ideas for meet 
ings. 

The Committee is always anxious to keep the societies informed on the 
main topics of the ADAA and yet are always open to suggestions and com- 
ments from all members for suggestions for bulletins. 

The treasury’s problem naturally always seems to bother us. Why 
should this be? It can be so much fun to plan an affair that can bring money 
jingling into the treasury. Either early spring or early fall why not plana 
style show and tea, invite the public, and make it a success. Rummage 
sales can be fun, and it is a wonderful way of disposing of those things clut 
tering your attic, closet and basement. It really isn’t even work being on 
hand to wait on the customers. If you don’t believe me, try it and see ifit 
doesn't prove loads of fun. 

Why not sponsor a play, dance, lecture, card party, or musical, or better 
still, test your Hollywood prospects and the society's talent by staging a 
play. Comedies always are successes and fun to do, but other plays can 
also be successful. 

First, get your heads close together and decide what plan is best suited 
for your particular society, but no matter what it is, if it is your idea or a 
other person's, enter into the spirit of it and make it fun. Publicize your plans 
all you can and give every member some responsibility. Don’t forget to 
check to see that there aren't too many conflicting events on the date, plan 
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a dignified professional project, and never beg for money. Solicit funds and 
assistance if you find it necessary, but always do so in a well mannered 
way. 
i closing, I would like to again remind you to call upon your trustee and 
committees for help in your problems, then develop an interest in your so- 
ciety, spread enthusiasm, extend that friendly hand of welcome, cooperate 
in all projects, and watch your society grow on the “vigorousness” you will 
instill in it.

WHY BE A NATIONAL OFFICER? 


Ruth F. Rogers, Lansing, Michigan 


Are you social minded? Do you feel the spirit of our times to share with 
others that ALL may enjoy better opportunities in life? If this is your att 
tude, then you could no more shut yourself up as a clock-watching, pay- 
minded dental assistant than you could return to the crinoline days of our 
grandmothers. 

There is an old adage that it is well to recall for itis ever modern: “Ifa 
thing is worth doing at all, it is worth doing well.’ So it is with your occu 
pation as a dental assistant. Regardless of the length of time you think 
you may be in this field, if the work is worthy of forty or more hours of your 
time every week, it is worthy of your respect, your devotion, and your talents, 

It is not enough to be a good dental assistant TODAY. Associated as 
we are with a rapidly developing profession, it is essential that we also plan 
to be good dental assistants TOMORROW. To accomplish this we must 
view ourselves and our profession objectively, planning how to grow in 
efficiency and skill. How much more delightful it is to do this with other 
dental assistants sharing ideas, successes, and failures, than it is to work 
alone. 

So it is with our national relations. Policies affecting legislation, oppor 
tunities for better educational advantages, and even the degree of respect 
accorded our profession in relation to other women’s occupations, are all 
matters that can be handled most successfully in large groups.

‘(a) 
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There is incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Indiana, the American 
Dental Assistants Certification Board, 
Inc., which was organized for the pur- 
pose of advancing the vocation of den- 
tal assistants and of elevating the 
standaras of this vocation by providing 
qualifying examinations for dental as- 
sistants. That the articles of incorpora- 
tion of this organization provide that: 
(1) the membership of said organiza- 
tion shall consist of two classes, name- 
ly, active members and inactive mem- 
bers: and (2) that the active member- 
ship shall consist of ten members who 
shall be elected as members thereof by 
the House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Assistants Association.’ 


That in order to comply with the above 
provision, the House of Delegates at 
each annual meeting of that body shall 
elect five members of the American 
Denta! Assistants Association to active 
membership in the American Denial 
Assistants Certification Board, Inc., and 
said members shall serve for a term of 
two years or until their successors are 
duly elected. Provided, however, at 
the annual meeting of the House of 
Delegates in September, 1948, ten mem- 
bers of the American Dental Assistants 
Association shall be elected to active 
membership in the American Dental 
Assistants Certification Board, Inc., five 
of which members shall be elected for 
a term of one year, one of whom shall 
be elected from the Past Presidents 
Council of said Association, and four 
members at large; and five members 
shall be elected for a term of two years, 
one of whom shall be elected from the 
Board of Trustees of said Association, 
and four members at large; but in sub- 
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sequent annual elections by the House 
of Delegates, five members of said As- 
sociation shall be elected to active 
membership, as heretofore provided, for 
a term of two years, and the elections 
shall be conducted so that one member 
of the Past Presidents Council and one 
member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Association shall be represented in the 
active membership of the American 
Dental Assistants Certification Board, 
Inc.’ 


No member of the American Dental As- 
sistants Association shall be eligible 
for election or appointment to said 
American Dental Assistants Certifica- 
tion Board, except and unless she holds 
a certificate of said Board showing that 
she is a certified dental assistant, No 
member of the American Dental As- 
sistants Association shall serve as an 
active member of the American Dental 
Assistants Certification Board for more 
than two terms, consecutive or other- 
wise.’ 


dad) Any vacancy occuring in the active 


membership of the American Dental 
Assistants Certification Board, Inc., by 
death, resignation or otherwise, shall 
be filled within 60 days after such va- 
cancy occurs, by the appointment by 
the President of the American Dental 
Assistants Association of a member of 
said Association who is also a certi- 
fied dental assistant of the American 
Dental Assistants Certification Board, 
Inc., and who is otherwise qualified 
under these By-Laws.’ 


Although these By-Laws provide for 
the determination of the personnel of

Chicago, Ill., Oct. 1—The appointment of Dr. Shailer A. Peterson, of 
Harvey, Ill., as secretary of the Council on Dental Education of the American 
Dental Association was announced here today. 

He succeeds Dr. Harlan H. Horner, a former associate commissioner of 
education of New York state, who is retiring after serving a secretary of the 
Council since 1940.

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THE ROLE OF THE DENTAL ASSISTANT IN ORAL HYGIENE

Oral Hygiene'has as its object the saving 
of teeth by preventing disease, rather than 
their cure or replacement after loss. Although 
the prevention of caries may seem evident to 
us, you wil] find that our patients are not as 
greatly concerned about it as we are. li is 
necessary ‘to constantly remind them of its 
beneficient effects. Demonstrate to them the 
importance of the preservation of teeth—not 
only as a health measure but for financial 
reasons as well. Show them the additional 
expense and discomfort attending the removal 
and replacement operations. Install this one 
thought in the mind of the patient—dentistry 
becomes expensive only when he has neglect- 
ed his mouth health, this will help to make 
them tooth conscious and create a desire for 
preservation of oral health. 


It is true that ‘Mouth Care” is the responsi- 
bility of the Oral Hygienist—but the majority 
of Hygienists are kept so occupied cleaning 
teeth that their time for teaching ‘Mouth Care” 
to patients has been greatly reduced. Besides 
the fact that most offices do not employ a 
Hygienist. Thus some of the responsibility 
will eventually fall in the hands of the Dental 
Assistant. 


Patients like to feel important. They like 
to feel that you are doing everything possible 
to preserve their mouth health. So you will 
find that they are very appreciative of instruc- 
tions that will help their mouth to be clean 
and healthy. 


To care for teeth properly we all know 
that the patient must exercise his gums as well 
as brush his teeth. The gums need daily 
massage and stimulation. This means that 
the patient must learn to brush his teeth cor- 
rectly so that the tooth brush instead of merely 
cleaning the surface of his teeth, will massage 
the gums and clean in between the teeth as 
well. You will agree with me that once any- 
one has made a habit of brushing their teeth 
correctly it stands to reason that they will be 
rewarded generously in the new life and 
health it will bring their teeth, and in the new 
tone and resistance it will bring their gums. 


1. Before proceeding with gingival mas- 
sage it is best to clean the grinding or chew- 
ing surfaces. This is accomplished best by 
pressing the ends of the bristles into the 
grooves applying pressure and rotating the 
brush gently. 


2. The brush is first placed flat on the 
teeth, the bristles being parallel with the long 
axis of the teeth and pointing in the direction 
of the roots. In this position the bristles should

cover the teeth and marginal and cemental 
gingivae only. 

3. The brush is pressed to an angle of 45 
degrees with the long axis of the teeth, thus 
producing pressure on the teeth and gingivae, 
This will cause the tissues to blanch. 


4. Maintain enough pressure to bend the 
bristles. The handle of the brush is moved 
laterally (from side to side) causii:7 the bristles 
to bend but not to move from their original po- 
sition. The movement is taken up by the sway 
in the bristles. 

5. Only 3 or 4 teeth are brushed at a 
time and in the less accessible places, only 
one or two. 

If the patient is brushing his teeth proper- 
ly, you wili notice that through pressure on 
his gums he is forcing the blood from his 
gums and allowing a new supply of fresh 
blod to take its place. It should take the pa 
tient at least three minutes by the clock to 
brush his teeth and this should be done three 
times a day preferably after meals. 

Correct brushing requires patient teaching 
and constant checkup to obtain the best results. 
Therefore, you must impress the patient with 
its importance. You must make them so con- 
scious of correct mouth brushing that their 
own conscience will not allow them to drift 
away from it. Proper mouth brushing is im- 
portant not only as a daily routine but of the 
utmost importance during and after the re 
meval of the causes of peridontal disease. 


The technique just demonstrated is the 
Stilmans modificotion of Charters method. 
Stillman technique is preferred in cases where 
the interproximate tissues are still intact. 

W. J. Charter’s methed differs from Still 
man's. In Charter’s method: (1) The brush is 
placed at the same 45 degree angle to the 
long axis of the teeth, being careful not to 
pierce the gingivae with the points of the 
bristles. 

2. With the bristles between the teeth, as 
much pressure as possible is exerted, giving 
the brush several slight rotary movements. 
The movement, however, should not be enough 
to move the bristles from their position. 

3. After three or four small circles have 
been made, the brush is removed, making 
three or four applications in the same place. 
(The reason for this is that the points strike 
the labial, lingual and buccal surfaces, then 
slide into the interproximal spaces.) 

4. The same process is repeated, moving 
the distance of one embrasure and _ holding 
the sides of the bristles against the gingival 
margin. Care should be taken to enter every

embrasure or space on both upper and lower 
teeth. 

5. The chewing surfaces should not be 
brushed with a sweeping or sliding motion, 
but the brush should be placed directly upon 
these surfaces, giving a slight rotary move- 
ment after the bristles have been gently forced 
into the pits and fissures. 

6. The brush is then removed and the 
process repeated until the entire chewing sur- 
face has been cleaned. 

Where the interproximate tissues are al- 
ready destroyed, it has been found that Char- 
ters method of brushing is of distinct advan- 
tage. 

Besides being able tc instruct patients in 
proper mouth brushing—have you_ ever 
stopped to consider how many of our patients 
do not know the proper care of a tooth brush 
or the proper way to use Dental Floss? Still 
they use both every day. But they do not use 
either correctly and not using it correctly is 
like not using it at all—in fact it is at times 
more harmful. Patients must be made to re- 
dlize that one thing is just as important as 
another. A good tooth brush leads to good 
brushing. 

The following rules should be observed for 
the proper care of the tooth brush: 


1. Never place the brush in hot water. 
2. Always use a thoroughly dried brush. 

(a) Have 3 brushes in use. 

(b) Hang the brushes where they can 
dry. (Do not keep them in. enclosed 
boxes or containers.) 

(c) Brushes should be discarded when 
the bristles become soft. 





USE OF DENTAL FLOSS 


Dentcl Floss is used in removing food that 
Iedges between the teeth and which cannot 
be romoved by the brush. Holding the floss 
shortly, caretully work it between the teeth, 
driving it back and forth on each tooth sur- 
face. Always insiruct the patient to be very 
careful not to injure the gums. 


In the case of treatment for peridontal dis- 
ease the patient must return more frequently 
to your office therefore the technique is ap- 
proached more slowly and cautiously. 


During and after the removal of peridon- 
tal disease it is necessary to improve cell vi- 
tality and to raise the tissue tone so that heal- 
ing processes may be hastened. The ability 
of the lecal circulation to build and maintain 
health has proven so effective that in many 
cases gingivae massage makes the difference 
between success and failure. 

Aithough the expression "a clean tooth 
never decays” is not literally true it appears 
to be a fact that teeth which are cleaned cor- 
rectly repel the invasion of disease better than 
those which are neglected. We know that it 
is for this reason that our Doctors urge their 
patients to appear for prophylaxis and exami- 
nation at least once every six months. 

Yes, I should say the Dental Assistant will 
scme day play a very big role in Oral Hy- 
giene. The day is not too far distant when 
we will be called upon to instruct patients and 
I sincerely believe we should be ready to 
assume the responsibility.

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CHARACTERIZING ARTIFICIAL TEETH 
Margaret Walsh, Miami, Florida 


This Clinic will not attempt to go into all the details of characterizing 
teeth to the extend your technician does. My purpose is not to clinic to you 
as a technician, but as an assistant, whose main duty is to help her doctor 
in any way she can. 


If you do not have your own technician right in your office, or are not 
located near a commercial laboratory, you will find you can save your doctor 
time and the patient an extra appointment if, after the case is finished, the 
patient decides he would like some characteristic marking of his own teeth 
duplicated on his artificial teeth. Denture work can be stained at set up try in. 


This is where you get out your trusty little Stain-Kit and your glazing 
furnace and start to work. Not only do you save the bother of sending the 
case back to the laboratory, using another appointment, etc., but the patient 
has the advantage of approving the job and making suggestions. 


The following are the general characteristic markings that you may duplicate: 


Cheek lines, decalcified areas, translucent tips, synthetic porcelain fill- 
ings, incisal abrasion stains, posterior staining, sulci stains. 


Materials needed for characterizing teeth: Staining kit which should contain 
all the stain powder colors necessary, glaze and medium; small glass 
slab; spatula; trays (and covers if desirable); staining brush (sable or 
camel's hair); tooth holder; glazing furnace. 


Extra materials: Small knife edge mounted stone to scratch a fine line for 
cheek lines; sepid pencil, for drawing on markings when brush is not 
used; fine pen, if operator prefers pen to brush. 


Character markings: Of the kasic colors supplied in your staining kit, which 
are usually white, brown, blue, yellow, pink, gray and black, you must 
learn to mix and blend the colors and modify them to the most desirable 
shade for the particular marking you wish to duplicate and the shade 
of the tooth the stain is applied to. 


In the following markings I will endeavor to use the basic shades with 
just the necessary variations. 


Cheek Lines: Color—brown, with variations from dark brown to light brown 
by mixing in yellow. Lighter shades for younger patients and light teeth. 
Darker shades for older patients and tobacco users. Apply with brush 
and model the line to the desired width and position. Knife edge stone 
may be used to scratch fine line into which you apply stain. Sepid 
pencil may also be used to draw marking rather than using stain. 
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Decalcified Areas: Color—white, modified with yellow if desired. Apply with 
pen or brush and model into irregular patterns. Vary the thickness of 
application of mix depending on the intensity desired. 


Translucent Tips: Color—gray and glaze. Various effects can be produced 
by varying the thickness of application of stain. The most desirable 
effects will be obtained with a thin mix applied thinly. 


Synthetic Porcelain Fillings: Color—variations of brown. Outline with stone, 
pen or brush. 


Incisal Abrasion Stains: Color—dark brown for depression with rim of light 
brown or yellow. Grind incisal edge of the tooth to indicate wear. With 


knife edge stone grind a depression to represent worn dentine. A heavy 
mix is most desirable. 


Posterior Tobacco Staining, Sulci Stains: Color—dark brown with variations. 
Paint freely over the entire occlusial surface then rub off. A deposit of the 
stain will be left in the deep recesses. 


Method of Applying Stain: 


. Put a small portion of stain powder on clean glass slab. 

. Using dropper, place small amount of liquid medium on slab. 

. Add medium to stain and spatula until creamy consistency is reached. 
. With small brush (sable or camel's hair) apply stain to tooth as desired.

. Use as many applications as necessary, wiping them off and re-apply- 
ing until satisfactory results are obtained. Before firing of course. 
6. The color of the wet stain will be just the same after firing so you can 


experiment until you get the desired effect you want and it will be that 
way when you take it out of the furnace. 


7. Remove excess stain. 


. Place tooth on furnace tray using fire silex so tooth won't adhere to 
tray and pre-heat. 


9. Place tray in furnace. 


Fusing Stains: Pre-heat furnace to drive out all moisture before firing a glaze. 


Follow carefully the directions stipulated for the particular brand of 
stains you are using and the make of furnace used. Different makes 
and brands vary in the technique used. For this particular furnace and 
technique I am using, the tooth is pre-heated on the extension provided 
on this furnace, for a minimum period of five minutes. This allows tooth 
to absorb heat sufficiently to prevent checking. The tooth is then inserted 
slowly to the center of muffle and allowed to bake to a temperature 
ranging from 1760 to 1850 degrees. Where a pyrometer is not used with 
the furnace, time bake the stain to a time ranging from eight to twelve 
minutes, depending on the type of stain used. The time will have to be 
judged by the operator and will come from experience. 
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1. Clean brushes by dipping in liquid medium then squeeze out excess. 


2. Study the color of the markings in natural teeth. Also their shape, 
extent and location. 


3. Extra precaution for stain staying on—apply Super Glaze over the 
first stain. 


4, Learn the fusing point of the stain you are using. All different makes 
will give you this literature with their product. 


5. Remove any excess stain that may be found on other surfaces than 
the one you are staining. Stain on lingual when fusing may cause 
tooth to adhere to tray, causing breakage or chipping when removing 
from tray. 


6. All facings on teeth must be thoroughly cleaned before stain is applied. 


7. The mixing medium for stains may be made by mixing equal portions 
of pure glycerine and water and heating to boiling point. 


8. Add glaze to your mix to make a smoother stain. 


9. Do not fire the glaze application over stains to a greater temperature 
than that used in firing the stain. Loss in color strength may result. 


10. To prevent pins on back of denture teeth from discoloring pack the 
back of the tooth with wet asbestos and dry out thoroughly on the 
outside of the furnace. Allow to cool and then apply stain.
